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Report of School Board, 1897-8. 


The annual meeting of Newfields School District was held in the 
town hall on the evening of March 13, 1897. ‘The meeting was 
called to order by Christopher A. Pollard, clerk of the district. 
Charles E. Smith was chosen moderator pro tem. The following 
officers were chosen by ballot and qualified for the ensuing year : 
Charles E. Smith, moderator; Christopher A. Pollard, clerk; 
Charles H. Sanborn, treasurer; Frank C. Neal, auditor. Augustus 
W. Richards was elected a member of the School Board for three 
years. | 

The subject of erecting an out-building at the Centre school 
house was presented and discussed. It was voted, That the erec- 
tion of a suitable building be left with the School Board. Ad- 
journed. 

Organization of the School Board at the town office, March 23, 
1897. James H. Fitts was chosen chairman and Augustus W. 
Richards scribe. ‘The following sub committees were chosen: 
Augustus W. Richards on Piscassic school; William H. Conner 
on finance, building and repairs; James H. Fitts on super- 
intendence, text-books and school supplies. Charles E. Durell 
was chosen truant officer for the year ensuing. ‘The bonds of 
Charles H. Sanborn as treasurer of the district were voted 
satisfactory. William H. Conner presented a plan for an out-build- 
ing which was examined, discussed, and its general features adopt- 
ed. It was voted to continue the several schools in town thirty-two 
weeks each, and to employ the same teachers and pay the same 
wages as last year. 

School year 1897-8: The enumeration by agents of the School 
Board, April 20, gave us 83 children in town between the ages of 
six and sixteen years—boys 40, girls 43. 

The several schools in town began promptly April 5, and have 
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completed three terms, amounting to thirty-two weeks each for the 
year. ‘The out-building at the Centre is proving very convenient 
and satisfactory. Language charts have been placed in the Piscas- 
sic and Primary schools. Frye’s Geographies have been introduced 
into the schools of the town and the fresh maps and new methods 
are a help to teachers and a delight to scholars. Vertical penman- 
ship is securing, if not elegant, still a plain, legible, business hand- 
writing. ‘The text books now in use are Harrington’s speller, 
Franklin readers, Patterson’s grammar, Frye’s geographies, Went- 
worth’s arithmetics, Merrill’s vertical penmanship, Barnes’ history, 
Meservey’s book-keeping, Hutchison’s physiology, Hill’s rhetoric, 
Wentworth’s algebra, Mowry’s civil government, Wells’ natural 
philosophy, Allen and Greenough’s Latin grammar. 

The Grammar school went ‘‘Maying” April 27. The next day 
they appeared in large delegation at the superintendent’s door with 
compliments and a superb bouquet of trailing arbutus, for which 
cordial thanks were returned. 

The school at Piscassic held public exercises of a patriotic nature 
on Friday afternoon, May 28, at which several visitors were pres- 
ent. A Memorial address was delivered before the army veterans 
in the Methodist church by the pastor, Rev. Alvah E. Draper, May 
30. On Monday, May 31, the Centre schools bore an active part 
in Memorial services at Odd Fellows’ hall, receiving thanks of the 
audience. ‘The veterans placed a new flag on the Centre school 
building, and new hangings were provided for the flag at Piscassic. 

The Centre schools held a public exhibition in the Congrega- 
tional church on the afternoon of June 25. In addition to general 
exercises of singing and dialogue, the following pupils presented 
songs, readings and recitations: Eva B. Stillson, Hattie B. Brown, 
Fred Spead, Arthur W. Simpson, Winifred Whipp, Eva 
Howard, Dayton C. Wiggin, Mary Cloutier, Georgiana Cloutier, 
Bertie Cassidy, Isabelle Wiggin, Bernice Jones, Alice Thompson, 
Pauline Coon, Inez Gray, Alice M. Leddy, Addie Corson, Annie 
Lamie, James A. Leddy, Mabel L. Simpson, Nannie Leddy. ‘The 
scholars were addressed by Rev. Alvah E. Draper and Mr. Augustus 
W. Richards. 

At the close of the summer term and school year, many pupils 
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graduated from the grammar school into the Academy and the 
Seminary at Exeter. At the opening of the autumn term a class 
was advanced from the Primary to the Grammar school where they 
have made marked progress and bid fair to equal any class that has 
preceded them. 

The school year at Piscassic closed with the resignation of Miss 
Todd, who had taught a full school year with good success and gen- 
eral satisfaction of pupils and friends.

With the beginning of the autumn term the school was placed in 
the care of Miss Myra E. Fulton, who came to us from study and 
teaching in Maine. She readily secured the attention of the schol- 
ars and the approbation of the district, and is a valuable acquisi- 
tion to our corps of instructors. 

Teachers of the Piscassic and Primary schools attended the 
meeting of the Teachers’ Association at Manchester in October. 

All of the teachers and many pupils took a prominent part in 
the exercises at the Colonial Tea in the town hall, November 3, 
under the auspices of the Newfields Village Improvement Society. 
They should be credited with doing their share in making the gath- 
ering an interesting and successful event. 

Examinations at the close of the autumn term, December 17, 
showed very satisfactory results in all our schools. Measles inter- 
fered quite seriously with attendance at the Centre schools at the 
beginning of the winter term. Misses Mabel P. Neal, Maude But- 
ton and Marion E. Sanborn did acceptable work as substitute 
teachers. , 

At the suggestion of the Village Improvement Society, the schol- 
ars in town collected 8,250 nests of the destructive tent caterpillar. 
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The officers of the society met the scholars and their friends in the 
town hall, February 9, to compensate those who had gathered the 
caterpillar ‘belts’ and to hear a lecture by Prof. Clarence M. 
Weed, of the State Agricultural College at Durham, on the many 
transformations of insect life. The very interesting and instructive 
lecture elicited the attention and hearty thanks of the audience. 

With the close of the winter term the Primary school gave a 
pleasing exercise in commemoration of President Lincoln’s birth- 
day. In the Grammar school the teacher received tokens of friend- 
ship from her pupils, and expressed her kindly interest in her 
scholars’ future studies and success in life. Miss Richards:has giv- 
en this school three years of successful labor and now anticipates 
leaving it, and carries with her the best wishes of School Board and 
school friends in her aspirations and plans for wider study and 
higher service by way of Radcliffe College. 

Our schools for the year have shown a good degree of interest 
on the part of pupils and of fidelity on the part of teachers. Some 
roughness on the playground and rudeness in the street dis- 
appeared at once when attention was called to the matter. Thir- 
teen pupils have attended school out of town the past year.
